tion Program. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  apply  under  the  Com- 
prehensive Employment  and  Training  Act  of  1973,  Title  II 
(CETA)  for,  receive  and  expend  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $16,700 
for  the  purpose  of  employing  participants  under  the  CETA 
Program. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $563  for  the  purpose  of  becoming  a  member  of 
the  N.H.  Southern  Regional  Planning  Commission. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $10,000  for  a  Coastal  Energy  Impact 
Program  (CEIP)  Planning  Grant,  the  State  to  contribute 
$8,000  and  the  Town  to  contribute  $2,000,  and  authorize  the 
withdrawal  of  this  amount  from  Revenue  Sharing  Fund 
established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local 
Assistance  Act  of  1972.

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell 
property  acquired  through  tax  collectors  deeds. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell 
the  grave  sites  in  the  Old  Center  Cemetery. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  collection 
of  taxes  semi-annually,  beginning  with  the  year  1979,  in  ac- 
cordance with  RSA  76:15-a,b  (supp)  as  amended.

c.  Two  hundred  dollars,  from  Stanford  Rhuland,  for  the 
care  of  the  Thompson  Cemetery  located  on  Route  107, 
or  otherwise  known  as  the  North  Road. 

d.  Two  hundred  dollars,  from  the  Deerfield  Realty  Co.  for 
the  care  of  cemeteries  not  otherwise  provided. 

e.  One  Hundred  dollars,  from  Dorothy  Russell,  for  the 
care  of  the  Stearns  lot  in  the  Old  Center  Cemetery. 

f.  Two  hundred  dollars,  from  Preston  Wares,  for  the  care 
of  the  Wares  lot  in  the  Morrison  Cemetery. 

These  funds  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees  of 
Trust  Funds  to  be  held  "in  trust  however"  the  interest  only 
to  be  used  for  the  care  and  general  upkeep  of  above  men- 
tioned cemeteries. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  designate  Mountain 
Avenue  from  Nottingham  Road  to  Route  43  as  scenic  under 
the  provisions  of  RSA  253/17  &  18,  for  the  purpose  of 
protecting  and  enhancing  the  scenic  beauty  of  Deerfield, 
and,  further,  that  the  Selectmen  of  said  Deerfield  shall, 
regarding  such  road  or  roads  designated  as  scenic,  file  the 
appropriate  request  for  suspension  of  specifications  when 
making  application  to  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
and  Highways  for  Town  Road  Aid  funds  under  RSA  241:7 
(I).  (By  petition  of  Charles  Copeland  and  others) 

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  enact  the  following  Or- 
dinance: Ordinance  to  aid  Enforcement  of  Building  code. 

1)  PURPOSE. 

As  the  existing  means  of  enforcing  the  Building  Code 
are  insufficient  to  deter  the  construction  of  buildings 
and  placement  of  mobile  homes  for  which  no  permits 
have  been  issued,  it  is  the  purpose  and  intent  of  this 
Ordinance  to  provide  additional  penalties  for  non- 
compliance with  the  permit  requirements  of  the 
Building  Code  of  the  Town.  Such  penalties  are 
necessary  so  that  the  structures  and  mobile  homes 
located  in  the  town  meet  the  minimum  requirements 
for  health  and  safety  as  set  forth  in  our  Building  Code. 

2)  GENERAL  PROVISIONS. 

a.  No  structure  shall  be  erected  or  mobile  home  posi- 
tioned on  any  land  within  the  Town  of  Deerfield 
without  the  owner's  having  first  obtained  from  the 
Building  Inspector  all  permits  as  may  be  required  by 
the  Building  Code  of  the  town. 

b.  Violation  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  a  misdemeanor 
punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $100.  Each  day 
such  violation  is  allowed  to  continue  shall  constitute  a 
separate  offense. 

3)  ENFORCEMENT. 

Upon  receiving  well-founded  information  of  violations, 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  direct  the  Chief  of  Police 
to  enforce  this  Ordinance  through  the  issuance  of  cita- 
tions to  the  owners  of  the  structures  or  mobile  homes. 
Prosecutions  for  violations  shall  be  in  Auburn  District 
Court. 

22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  enact  the  following 
Ordinance:  Ordinance  to  Regulate  Number  of  Building 
Permits. 

1)    PURPOSE. 

This  Ordinance  is  enacted  pursuant  to  the  police  power 
of  the  Town  of  Deerfield  to  regulate  for  the  preserva- 
tion and  protection  of  the  public  health,  welfare  and 
safety.  The  purpose  and  intent  of  this  Ordinance  is  to 
regulate  the  pace  of  growth  of  the  Town  so  as  to  en- 
sure orderly  growth  at  a  rate  consistent  with  the 
physical  and  financial  capabilities  of  the  Town.  The  fur- 
ther purpose  of  this  Ordinance  is  to  plan  for  growth 
and  expansion  to  avoid  sudden  overburdening  of  our 
schools,  police  and  fire  departments,  and  taxpayers. 


2)    GENERAL  PROVISIONS. 

a.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  issue  residential 
building  permits  and  permits  for  the  placement  of 
mobile  homes  only  upon  application  by  the  record 
owner  of  the  land  involved. 

b.  The  number  of  residential  building  permits  and  per- 
mits for  the  placement  of  mobile  homes  which  may  be 
issued  in  any  calendar  year  shall  be  limited  to  the 
following: 

(1)  A  record  holder  of  10  or  less  acres  in  the  Town  of 
Deerfield  may  obtain  one  permit  per  calendar 
year. 

(2)  A  record  holder  of  more  than  10  but  less  than  25 
acres  in  the  Town  may  obtain  two  permits  per 
calendar  year. 

(3)  A  record  holder  of  more  than  25  but  less  than  50 
acres  in  the  Town  may  obtain  three  permits  per 
calendar  year. 

(4)  A  record  holder  of  50  or  more  acres  in  the  Town 
may  obtain  four  permits  per  calendar  year. 

c.  Building  permits  and  permits  for  the  placement  of 
mobile  homes  shall  expire  if  unexercised  within  six  (6) 
months  of  the  date  of  issuance. 

d.  This  Ordinance  applies  only  to  new  residential  con- 
struction and  has  no  application  to  the  issuance  of  per- 
mits for  construction  of  commercial  facilities  or  to  per- 
mits for  reconstructing  buildings  damaged  by  fire  or 
other  causes. 

3.  DEFINITIONS. 

a.  "Mobile  Home"  means  a  detached  dwelling  unit 
designed  for  transportation  after  fabrication  on 
highways  on  wheels,  flatbed,  or  other  trailer,  and 
which,  upon  arrival  at  a  prepared  site  where  it  is  to  be 
occupied  as  a  dwelling,  is  complete  and  ready  for  an 
assembly  operation,  location  on  a  temporary  or  perma- 
nent foundation,  and  connection  to  utilities.  However, 
no  permit  shall  be  issued  for  any  mobile  home  which 
does  not  carry  a  seal  certifying  that  the  standards  of 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment for  mobile  homes  have  been  met. 

b.  "Record  holder"  means  that  person  or  entity  who 
owns  the  land  for  which  a  permit  is  sought  at  the  time 
of  application;  ownership  to  be  established  by  a  deed 
recorded  at  the  Rockingham  County  Registry  of  Deeds 
prior  to  the  filing  of  an  application  for  a  permit. 

4.  ENFORCEMENT. 

Any  person  who,  through  any  means  whatsoever,  ob- 
tains more  than  the  number  of  permits  to  which  he  is 
entitled  in  any  one  calendar  year  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
violation  and  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  $100  and  such 
illegally  obtained  permits  shall  be  void. 

5.  CONFLICTING  PROVISIONS. 

Whenever  it  appears  that  the  provisions  of  the  Or- 
dinance differ  from  or  conflict  with  those  of  any  other 
ordinance,  statute  or  regulation,  that  provision  which 
imposes  the  greater  restriction  or  higher  standard 
shall  govern. 

6.  SEPARABILITY. 

In  any  section,  clause,  provision,  portion  or  phrase  of 
this  Ordinance  shall  be  held  to  be  invalid  or  unconstitu 
tional  by  any  court  or  other  competent  authority,  such 
holding  shall  not  affect,  impair  or  invalidate  any  other 
portion  of  this  Ordinance. 

7.  EFFECTIVE  DATE. 

This  Ordinance  shall  become  effective  upon  adoption 
by  the  Town.  For  purposes  of  enforcement  during  the 
first  calendar  year  in  which  this  Ordinance  is  in  effect, 
all  residential  building  permits  and  permits  for  the 
placement  of  mobile  homes  issued  prior  to  the  effective 


date  shall  be  taken  into  account  in  determining  the 
maximum  number  of  such  permits  which  may  be  issued 
in  that  calendar  year  to  any  one  person.  In  addition, 
persons  to  whom  such  permits  were  issued  shall  be  en- 
titled to  only  the  number  of  permits,  including  those 
issued  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  Ordinance,  as 
set  out  in  this  Ordinance;  but  no  person  to  whom  more 
than   the   maximum   number  of  such   permits   were 
issued  shall  be  subject  to  any  penalties  under  this  Or- 
dinance solely  because  he  had  obtained  more  than  his 
maximum  number  of  permits  prior  to  the  effective 
date. 
23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  apply  for,  receive,  contract  for,  accept  from  and 
spend  any  and  all  money  made  available  to  the  Town  by  any 
State  or  Federal  agency.

During  1977,  as  in  past  years,  the  Board  has  called  upon  the 
energies  and  wealth  of  experience  amongst  its  citizens  to 
serve  in  town  government  functions.  We  thank  all  of  them  for 
their  dedication  and  for  making  our  job  a  little  easier. 

The  town  should  take  great  pride  in  its  new  athletic  field. 
Through  the  combined  voluntary  efforts  of  our  citizens,  a  ma- 
jor contribution  has  been  made  to  our  town  at  very  little  cost 
in  tax  dollars. 

Deerfield's  Zoning  Ordinances  continued  to  come  under  at- 
tack during  '77.  As  a  result,  initial  efforts  commenced  to 
establish  Comprehensive  Planning  and  ultimately  a  Master 
Plan  for  Deerfield.  The  courts  have  indicated  they  are  heavily 
influenced  in  rendering  favorable  decisions  to  towns  that 
have  adopted  such  planning.  In  addition,  state  laws  indicate 
that  towns  shall  have  a  Master  Plan.  It  was  determined  that 
the  Southern  Regional  Planning  Commission  could  do  that 
job  with  the  least  expense  to  the  Town,  estimating  a  max- 
imum figure  of  $10,000.  Subsequently,  the  Administrative 
Assistant  to  the  Board,  a  new  position  federally  funded, 
"found"  $8,000.  from  federal  sources  to  help  defray  the  cost. 
Work  will  commence  on  this  project  following  Town  Meeting 
approval. 

Federal  funds  continued  to  flow  into  the  County  for  all 
sorts  of  "make  work"  projects.  The  Manpower  Program  again 
provided  funds  to  Deerfield  to  employ  several  young  people 
and  two  assistant  swimming  instructors  for  Veasey  Park.  In 
addition,  an  agreement  was  reached  with  the  Deerfield 
School  Board  to  establish  two  federally  funded  positions;  an 
Administrative  Assistant  and  Maintenance  Engineer  to  work 
jointly  for  the  Town  and  George  B.  White  School.  Both  posi- 
tions have  been  filled  by  well  qualified  men  who  have  saved 
the  Town  and  School  District  considerable  tax  dollars. 

The  purchase  price  of  the  land  on  Brown  Road,  the  site  for 
our  future  Sanitary  Land  Fill,  could  not  be  settled.  Therefore, 
Town  Counsel,  took  the  case  to  court.  In  so  doing,  the  Town 
was  authorized  to  take  over  the  land  with  a  deposit  of  $25,200 
to  be  held  by  the  Superior  Court  until  a  final  purchase  price 
has  been  determined.  It  appears  that  hearings  relative  to  the 
purchase  price  will  commence  about  March  15,  1978.  Because 
of  these  legal  complications,  the  State  and  the  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  have  extended  Deerfield's  use  of  the  pre- 
sent dump  in  the  area  of  the  fairgrounds  until  May  31,  1978. 

A  new  four  wheel  drive  front  end  loader  was  purchased 
from  Hazelton  Co.  for  $34,995  as  recommended  by  a  special 
committee.  It  has  been  worked  extensively  on  town  roads  and 
for  covering  the  dump.  The  loader  is  equipped  with  special 
tires  to  enable  it  to  work  in  the  Sanitary  Land  Fill  when  it 
opens  June  1.  1978. 

As  authorized  by  the  Town  Meeting,  a  new  police  cruiser 
was  obtained  for  $4,512.48. 

The  Board  has  for  several  years  kept  town  expenditures  at 
acceptable  low  levels.  Major  purchases  have  primarily  come 
from  Federal  Revenue  sources  and  town  trust  funds.  As  of 
1977.  only  40  out  of  248  towns  in  N.H.  had  lower  full  value  tax 
rates  than  Deerfield.  The  people  in  83%  of  the  towns  of  New 
Hampshire  were  paying  higher  taxes  than  the  taxpayers  of 
this  town.  While  tax  rates  will  continue  to  go  up,  as  long  as  in- 
flation is  with  us,  we  anticipate  that  our  tax  rate  will  remain 
in  the  same  position  relative  to  other  towns.

MUNICIPAL  BUDGET  COMMITTEE  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Municipal  Budget  Committee  is  charged  with 
developing  the  annual  budgets  for  the  Town  and  School 
District.  In  pursuit  of  this  objective,  the  MBC  has  spent 
many  hours  reviewing  the  budgetary  requests  of  the  School 
Board  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  discussing  the  needs  of 
the  Town  and  School  District  and  their  impact  on  the 
budget,  and  listening  to  the  input  of  the  citizens  and  tax 
payers  of  Deerfield  at  the  budget  open  hearings.  We  believe 
that  the  Town  and  School  budgets  that  we  have  prepared 
satisfy  the  best  interests  of  Deerfield. 

Deerfield  is  growing  and  changing.  Recognizing  that  the 
cost  of  reacting  to  change  is  greater  than  the  cost  of  plan- 
ning for  it,  we  make  the  following  recommendations 
towards  improved  financial  planning. 

We  recommend  that  the  School  Board  ascertain  when  the 
capacity  of  the  school  will  be  exceeded,  consider  the  possible 
solutions  (i.e.  new  school,  split  session,  12  months  school, 
etc.)  and  initiate  any  possible  actions  to  enable  the  Town  to 
be  better  prepared  for  this  eventuality. 

We  recommend  that  the  Selectmen  develop  a  long  range 
road  improvement  program  and  that  this  be  specifically 
budgeted  for. 

We  recommend  that  the  Town  develop  a  long  range  plan 
for  capital  needs  (i.e.  schools,  fire  house,  recreation  areas, 
equipment,  office/work  space,  and  personnel). 

We  recommend  that  the  Selectmen  review  the  schedule 
of  fees  for  building  permits  towards  bringing  them  more  in 
line  with  neighboring  towns. 

We  suggest  that  the  Town  Information  book  distributed 
in  1976  be  further  expanded  to  include  a  codification  of  all  by 
laws,  ordinances  and  resolutions  now  in  effect.

REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF 
AND  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Forest  fire  control  in  New  Hampshire  is  a  joint  state  and 
town/city  responsibility  (RSA  224). 

The  Director,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  (State 
Forester)  appoints  a  forest  fire  warden  and  several  deputy 
forest  fire  wardens  in  each  town/city  upon  the  recommen- 
dation of  local  authorities. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  is  responsible  for  forest  fire 
prevention  and  suppression  activities  in  his  town.  He 
regulates  the  kindling  of  outside  fires  when  the  ground  is 
not  covered  with  snow  by  the  issuance  of  written  permits 
only  when  conditions  are  safe.  He  is  responsible  for  sup- 
pression with  the  town/city  and  state  sharing  the  cost. 
Suppression  costs  in  excess  of  V4  of  1%  of  the  assessed 
valuation  of  the  town  are  assumed  by  the  state. 

The  state  provides  training  for  the  local  fire  organiza- 
tion and  helps  coordinate  activities  between  towns/cities. 
The  state  also  supports  local  forces  with  backup  personnel, 
equipment,  and  supplies  for  suppression  and  prevention. 

This  combination  of  state  and  local  cooperation,  started 
in  1893,  works  well,  for  New  Hampshire  has  enjoyed  one  of 
the  smallest  acreage  losses  due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United 
States  for  the  past  25  years.

RURAL  DISTRICT  HEALTH  REPORT  1977 

The  Rural  District  Health  Council,  Inc.  has  experienced 
another  year  of  growth  and  expansion  of  staff. 

The  skilled  nursing  remains  as  the  priority  service 
within  the  agency.  The  agency's  staff  also  conducts  adult 
health  screenings  weekly  to  member  towns.  This  year  a 
new  program  has  been  established  in  New  Durham  at  the 
elementary  school  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month;  the 
second  Wednesday  in  Farmington  Town  Hall,  the  third 
Wednesday  at  the  Northwood  Town  hall,  and  the  fourth 
Wednesday  at  the  Milton  Health  Center. 


The  number  of  patients  enrolled  within  this  program  be- 
ing 429  with  an  average  of  79  patients  seen  each  month. 
This  service  is  partly  funded  by  the  State  Council  on  Ag- 
ing, Title  III  and  the  Rural  District  Health  Council.  This 
program  has  become  a  very  active  one  and  the  Council 
looks  forward  to  increasing  the  type  of  screening  in  the 
new  year. 

The  Referral  Coordinator  at  Frisbie  Memorial,  Mrs. 
Marie  Dexter,  R.N.  has  seen  an  increase  in  referrals  being 
made  to  other  Home  Health  Agencies.  With  the  increase 
in  service  and  cost  of  the  program  the  agency  looks  to 
other  sources  for  financial  help.  Mrs.  Marie  Dexter,  R.N.  is 
on  the  State  Discharge  Planning  Committee. 

The  agency  also  participates  in  the  After  Care  Program 
in  cooperation  with  the  Strafford  Guidance,  and  Seacoast 
Counseling  Centers. 

The  Council  continues  Home  Health  Aide  services 
through  the  contract  with  the  Strafford  County  Home 
Maker,  Home  Health  Aide  Association,  and  also  with  the 
two  Home  Health  Aides  within  the  Agency;  Gail  LaRosa 
who  covers  the  areas  of  Farmington,  Milton,  Middleton, 
New  Durham,  and  Barrington,  and  Roberta  LaFreniere 
covering  the  Northwood,  Nottingham,  Deerfield,  and 
Strafford  areas.  This  enables  a  better  utilization  of  the  pro- 
fessional staff  while  continuing  to  provide  quality  care. 

The  Child  Health  Program  has  seen  an  increase  in  ser- 
vice within  the  past  year.  Miss  Arlene  Thorne,  R.N.,  coor- 
dinator of  the  program  has  been  appointed  as  a  member 
for  the  State  Child  Health  Conference  Committee.  This 
program  offers  physical  examinations,  immunizations, 
teaching  and  counseling  for  ages  0-6  years.  This  is  funded 
in  part  by  the  U.S.  Dept.  of  Health  Education  and  Welfare, 
N.H.  Division  of  Public  Health,  Bureau  of  Maternal  and 
Child  Health  Grant  and  the  Rural  District  Health  Council. 
This  program  has  an  enrollment  of  835  children  from  0-6 
years  of  age.  This  is  a  costly  program  as  services  are  pro- 
vided without  charge  to  the  residents.  It  does  provide  a 
needed  service  to  the  member  towns  as  transportation  is  a 
problem  and  the  services  are  provided  in  the  areas.  The 
Child  Health  program  also  provides  home  visits  when 
necessary  to  assure  continuity  of  care.  Within  this  pro- 
gram there  is  a  Dental  program  provided  by  the  Division  of 
Public  Health,  Bureau  of  Dental  Health  which  provides 
cleaning  and  fluoride  treatment  every  six  months  for 
children  ages  3-6  years. 

The  State  has  joined  forces  with  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment to  implement  an  ongoing  immunization  program  for 
all  children  ages  0-school.  The  agency  is  represented  on 
this  Task  Force  by  Ardala  Houle,  R.N. 

Because  transportation  is  a  problem  in  the  areas 
covered  by  the  agency,  the  Council  offered  space  for  the 
Strafford  County  Prenatal  and  Family  Planning  Clinic  to 
hold  a  satellite  program  once  a  month  at  the  office,  the 
first  one  taking  place  on  July  26,  1977.  The  program  is  pro- 
viding a  need  and  sees  an  increase  in  service.  Throughout 
the  year  we  have  provided  home  visits  to  the  patients  of 
Strafford  County  Prenatal  and  Family  Planning  Program 
and  the  Exeter  Area  Family  Planning  Program. 

The  continued  success  of  the  program  lies  in  the  dedica- 
tion of  the  Agency's  personnel,  and  the  capable  profes- 
sional staff  assures  the  availability  of  quality  care.  Because 
of  the  growth  of  the  agency  and  the  many  services  provid-

Myrtle  Walsh,  R.N.  and  Alice  Ziegra, 
R.N.  B.S.N,  cover  when  needed.  Kathleen  Hansen,  RPT 
and  Carl  Scholls,  RPT  cover  for  Physical  Therapy 

The  office  duties  are  efficiently  handled  by  Eleanor 
Eaton  and  June  Chase. 

With  the  adoption  of  a  new  position  and  the  salaries  in- 
creased equal  to  the  area,  the  Council  is  seeing  a  marked 
increase  in  the  budget.  The  Council  finds  it  necessary  to  in- 
crease the  per  capita  request  from  each  Town  to  $1.50  in 
order  to  continue  to  provide  these  greatly  needed  services. 

During  the  past  year  the  Council  has  made  211  Skilled

REPORT  OF  THE  HEALTH  OFFICER 

A  total  of  3  sewage  disposal  systems  were  installed  and 
approved  in  1977,  two  of  which  were  approved  by  New 
Hampshire  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  inspec- 
tors, at  the  Health  Officer's  request.  Of  the  23  systems,  21 
were  for  wood  frame  homes  and  2  were  for  mobile  homes. 

Eleven  complaints  were  received  and  investigated. 
These  included  overflowing  septic  systems,  illegally  in- 
stalled mobile  homes,  suspected  rabies  cases,  and  unfit 
housing.  Search  warrants  were  obtained  in  two  of  these 
cases.  Three  cases  were  turned  over  to  the  state  for  legal 
action  and  one  dwelling  was  condemned  by  the  Selectmen 
as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

Other  activities  included:  inspection  of  sewage  disposal 
system  for  F.H.A.  loans;  foster  home  inspections;  day  care 
center  inspections;  inspections  of  sewage  disposal  sites 
prior  to  construction;  collection  and  delivery  of  drinking 
water  samples;  meetings  with  N.H.W.S.&P.C.C.  officials; 
and  consultations  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  regarding 
various  topics.

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PARKS  AND  RECREATION 

1977  proved  to  be  a  very  fruitful  year  to  our  Committee 
which  is  comprised  of  members  appointed  by  the  Selectmen. 
The  following  are  members  of  the  Committee  this  year;  Cindy 
Tomilson,  John  Crummey,  Pat  Healey,  Charles  Osborn,  Jeff 
Southmayd,  Jolene  Smith  and  Joe  Stone.  Jolene,  Jeff  and 
Chuck  are  members  of  the  Veasey  Park  Committee. 

A  very  successful  water  program  was  run  at  Veasey  Park 
with  the  help  of  Federal  Manpower  Funds.  These  funds  were 
used  for  swimming  instruction.  The  beach  was  used  by  a  large 
number  of  people  and  based  on  the  feedback  to  the  Commit- 
tee, the  program  was  highly  successful.  Thanks  to  the  hard 
working  Veasey  Park  Committee,  this  was  all  brought  about 
without  much  fanfare. 

The  Bicentennial  Project  proceeded  at  full  speed  ahead  all 
during  the  year  until  the  winter  finally  closed  us  down.  We 
were  able  to  finish  the  Little  League  field  and  this  complex 
will  be  put  to  full  use  this  spring.  The  second  half  of  the  field 
was  leveled  with  gravel,  donated  by  the  Fair  Association,  be- 
ing hauled  in  by  local  contractors  and  the  Army  Reservists. 
Next  the  loam  was  spread  and  the  entire  complex  was  fenced 
in  with  two  complete  backstops  and  Little  League  dugouts 
also  erected.  A  set  of  bleachers  were  constructed  at  the  Little 
League  area.  During  the  summer  months  with  the  aid  of  the 
Fire  Department  and  also  a  water  pump  purchased  by  the 
committee,  a  good  grass  cover  for  the  Little  League  field  was 
grown. 

In  the  early  Fall  the  long  awaited  dedication  took  place.  A 
very  special  bronze  plaque  was  placed  on  a  very  large  boulder 
overlooking  the  complex.  This  donated  by  the  Bicentennial 
Committee. 

We  still  have  work  to  do  on  the  larger  diamond  in  the  early 
Spring.  We  must  reseed  the  area  where  the  heavy  rains  of 
last  Fall  either  washed  away  or  rotted  the  seed  we  had 
planted.  A  well  donated  by  Buddy  Rollins  will  be  dug,  a  new 
storage  shed  buUt  to  store  equipment,  a  night  light  erected 
and  finally  bleachers  will  be  buUt.  With  these  being  ac- 
complished, a  Community  Project  which  started  in  1975  will 
have  been  completed  with  an  investment  of  less  than  $6,000 
of  town  money.  We  also  hope  to  have  the  parking  lot  finished 
this  summer.  All  in  all  the  project  should  be  completely  fin- 
ished come  September,  1978. 

In  closing  the  Committee  wants  to  thank  the  Selectmen, 
Bicentennial  Committee,  Fair  Association,  all  our  local  con- 
tractors. Town  Highway  Department,  and  all  those  people 
who  assisted  us  this  summer.  We  also  want  to  thank  the  two 
young  people,  Dave  Crummey  and  Pete  Stone  who  worked  so 
diligently  all  summer  for  us.  Without  them  our  field  would 
not  be  where  it  is  today.

Ruling  of  the  Moderator,  upon  advice  of  Town  Counsel, 
read  as  follows:  "Ruling  on  petition  of  Landowners  on  and 
adjacent  to  Brown  Road  (area  C)  that  this  legislative  body 
note  their  opposition  to  proposed  Ballot  Zoning  Ordinance 
Amendment  No.  2  under  the  provisions  of  RSA  31:64,  filed 
with  the  Moderator  on  March  6, 1977,  a  2/3  majority  of  the 
vote  taken  is  necessary  to  pass. 


The  signatures  on  the  petitions  do  represent  20%  of  the 
landowners  in  Area  C  on  Brown  Road,  as  verified  by  town 
records.  The  petition  also  included  signatures  from  other 
persons  who  are  not  landowners  in  Area  C  on  Brown  Road. 

Town  Counsel  advised  that  the  adoption  of  Zoning  Or- 
dinance Amendment  No.  2  on  the  ballot  would,  in  a  legal 
sense,  affect  the  landowners  in  areas  other  than  Area  C  on 
the  Brown  Road  in  that: 

a.  The  Brown  Road  Landowners  would  have  the  same 
option  as  to  use  of  their  land  as  they  now  have,  i.e.  they 
may  or  may  not  have  trailers  and  mobile  homes  on  their 
land,  and 

b.  All  other  landowners  in  the  town  will  have  their 
rights  diminished,  i.e.  they  may  not  have  trailers  and 
mobile  homes  on  their  land,  therefore 

c.  The  petition  would  have  required  signatures  of  per- 
sons owning  20%  or  more  of  the  land  affected  by  the 
passage  of  this  Ordinance  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
RSA  31:64. 

Petition  is  denied.  Majority  vote  to  pass  stands." 

Ballot  boxes  were  examined  and  shown  to  be  empty.

Sale  of  Cemetery  Lots 

'"RSA  35:1  provides  that  a  town  may  raise  and  ap- 
propriate money  for  the  establishment  of  a  capital  reserve 
fund  for  financing  all  or  part  of  the  costs  of  (a)  the  con- 
struction, reconstruction  or  acquisition  of  a  specific  capital 
improvement,  or  the  acquisition  of  a  specific  item  or 
specific  items  of  equipment,  or  (b)  the  construction, 
reconstruction  or  acquisition  of  a  type  of  capital  improve- 
ment or  the  acquisition  of  a  type  of  equipment,  or  for  two 
other  purposes  not  relevant  to  your  question.  I  checked 
with  Fred  LaPlante  yesterday  and  he  agrees  with  me  that 
acquisition  of  land  for  cemetery  expansion  may  properly 
be  considered  acquisition  of  a  specific  capital  improvement 
within  the  meaning  of  RSA  35:1.  RSA  35:5  states  that 
there  may  be  paid  into  the  capital  reserve  fund  "such 
amounts  that  may  from  time  to  time  be  raised  and  ap- 
propriated therefore,  within  the  limits  as  provided  in  sec- 
tion 8  of  this  chapter  (section  8  states  that  the  town  may 
not  raise  and  appropriate  in  any  one  year  an  amount  in  ex- 
cess of  one-half  of  one  percent  of  the  last  assessed  valua- 
tion), and  any  such  town.... may  also  vote  to  transfer  to 
said  fund  under  a  proper  article  in  the  warrant,  in  the  case 
of  a  town  or  district,  any  of  its  unencumbered  surplus 
funds  remaining  on  hand  at  the  end  of  any  fiscal  year." 
Technically,  section  5  of  the  statute  above-quoted  may  pro- 
pose some  problem,  because  according  to  its  provisions 
you  must  have  unencumbered  surplus  funds  on  hand  in 
order  to  make  a  transfer  to  the  capital  reserve  fund.  Fred 
LaPlante  did  not,  however,  think  that  was  such  a  serious 
problem  to  prevent  you  from  going  ahead  and  setting  up 
the  fund. 

In  order  to  set  up  the  fund,  you  must  have  a  majority 
vote  of  the  legal  voters  present  and  voting  at  an  annual 
meeting  and  there  must  be  an  article  in  the  warrant 
distinctly  stating  the  purposes  for  which  such  reserve  is  to 


be  established.  You  should  remember  in  drafting  the  arti- 
cle for  the  warrant  that  the  term  capital  improvement 
does  not  include  ordinary  repair  or  current  maintenance 
and  therefore  the  article  should  not  authorize  payment  of 
any  part  of  the  fund  for  repair  or  current  cemetery 
maintenance.

School.  A  change  in  administration  took  place  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  school  year  when  Mr.  Champion  resigned  after 
many  years  of  dedicated  service  to  the  school,  the  students, 
and  the  people  of  Deerfield.  For  those  many  years  of 
unselfish  service  we  are  deeply  grateful  to  this  fine 
outstanding  gentleman. 

Miss  Dagmar  Franke  was  appointed  as  his  successor  and 
put  into  motion  new  ideas  and  new  programs.  During  the 
summer  we  were  fortunate  to  receive  a  Federal  Grant 
through  CETA  to  add  a  full  time  physical  education  teacher 
to  our  staff  for  a  twelve  month  period  at  no  cost  to  the 
Town.  This  program  has  become  one  of  the  most  popular  in 
the  entire  school  and  one  the  students  really  respond  to. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Robin  Talkowski,  we  were  able  to 
get  a  Federal  Grant  of  two  thousand  dollars  which  enabled 
us  to  set  up  a  Ropes  Course  at  the  Deerfield  Recreational 
Complex  for  the  use  of  the  students.  Much  hard  work  and 
dedication  by  Jonathan  Hutchinson  and  his  volunteers 
brought  this  to  a  successful  completion. 

Working  on  a  tight  budget,  with  a  scarcity  of  Federal 
Surplus  foods,  and  an  ever  increasing  cost  for  food  products, 
the  school  cafeteria  staff  served  nourishing  meals  to  the 
students  and  staff  for  the  entire  school  year.  Unfortunately, 
much  of  the  staffs  time  was  spent  with  Federal  Forms 
reporting  number  of  meals;  free  and  reduced  lunches,  etc. 

Discipline,  one  of  the  main  areas  needing  improvement,  as 
noted  in  the  1976  School  Report,  has  taken  a  complete 
change  with  all  the  students  taking  a  very  interested  part  in 
the  every  day  activities  of  the  school.  The  Board  is  extreme- 
ly pleased  with  the  discipline  which  now  exists  at  the  school. 

Our  Special  Education  Placement  Team  continues  to  be  a 
very  positive  part  of  our  educational  team.  Under  Federal 
Law  94-142  we  now  must  provide  help  for  all  handicapped 
children  from  ages  three  to  twenty-one.  This  has  created  a 
great  burden  to  screen,  test,  and  recommend  programs  for 
these  youngsters.  Many  long  hours  were  spent  by  the  Place- 
ment Team  to  come  up  with  their  recommendations. 

Our  teachers,  who  we  feel  are  the  best  around,  have  made 
the  entire  building  come  alive  and  you  can  sense  and  feel 
education  going  on  as  you  tour  the  building.  The  music  pro- 
gram has  been  outstanding  and  the  P.T.O.  meetings  have 
been  supplemented  by  several  grades  presenting  special 


programs  for  the  parents.  A  new  Enrichment  Program  has 
been  added  where  all  the  students  may  choose  from  twenty 
programs,  one  in  which  they  can  learn  new  skills,  over  a  five 
week  period. 

Several  teacher  resignations  occurred  during  the  summer 
and  new  staff  members  were  added,  as  replacements. 
Patricia  DeCosmo  resigned  as  a  member  of  the  Board  and  as 
chairperson,  early  in  October  due  to  pressures  brought 
about  by  her  business.  Judy  Bush  was  appointed  by  the 
Board  as  her  replacement  until  the  March  School  District 
Elections. 

In  closing,  the  Board  thanks  the  professional  and  support- 
ing staff  for  their  dedicated  efforts  in  bringing  about  a  very 
successful  year.  We  also  thank  the  many  volunteers  who 
gave  so  graciously  of  their  time  in  helping  the  teachers  and 
students,  as  well  as  parents  who  have  helped  to  make  the 
George  B.  White  School  a  truly  educational  system.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

Central  New  Hampshire  Educational  Services  which 
was  mentioned  in  last  year's  Superintendent's  Report  is 
now  providing  diagnostic  services  for  students  who  have 
learning  problems.  There  is  still  a  need  to  provide  addi- 
tional diagnostic  services  and  we  are  in  hopes  of  expanding 
this  area  by  utilizing  state  and  federal  funds.  In  addition 
the  above-mentioned  agency  has  provided  assistance  to 
the  pupil  placement  team  in  the  area  of  developing  In- 
dividual Education  Programs  for  handicapped  students. 
This  agency  has  also  provided  in-service  training  programs 
to  staff  members  who  are  working  with  handicapped 
students. 

In  the  Spring  of  1977  the  George  B.  White  School  educa- 
tional program  was  reviewed  by  the  State  Department  of 
Education.  The  Deerfield  School  District  was  commended 
for  the  overall  support  that  it  provides  to  the  school  pro- 
gram in  that  the  School  District  meets  the  majority  of  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  Elementary  School  Minimum 
Standards.  The  School  District  was  also  commended  for 
the  behavior  of  the  students. 

The  School  Visitation  Report  also  addressed  itself  to  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  Elementary  School  Minimum 
Standards  that  are  presently  not  being  met,  and  they  are 
in  the  areas  of  Physical  Education  and  Guidance.  It  should 
be  noted  that  because  of  the  size  of  the  school's  enrollment, 
the  minimum  standards  in  the  aforementioned  areas  are  to 
be  considered  as  recommendations  and  not  requirements. 
The  last  area  of  concern  that  is  expressed  in  the  report  in- 
volves the  library.  The  amount  of  money  that  is  presently 
being  budgeted  for  the  purchase  of  library  materials  does 
not  meet  minimum  standards.  In  addition  the  report 
recommends  that  the  School  District  provide  the  services 
of  a  Certified  Librarian  on  a  part-time  basis.  It  is  the  hope 
of  the  School  District  to  provide  for  some  of  the  services 
recommended  in  the  report  as  well  as  for  other  services 
not  mentioned  in  the  report  thru  the  proposed  1978-1979 
budget. 

The  George  B.  White  School  Special  Education  Services 
were  also  reviewed  in  the  Spring  of  1977,  and  the  School 
District  was  commended  for  the  following: 

1.  a  considerable  amount  of  time  and  effort  has  been  put 
into  making  materials  to  use  with  the  Language 
Master  as  well  as  the  Peabody  and  SRA  Kits. 

2.  the  integration  of  handicapped  students  into  the 
regular  classroom  is  very  effective. 
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3.   a  basic  skills  check  list  is  being  used  to  record  the  pro- 
gress of  the  students. 
The  review  team  made  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  there  is  a  need  to  provide  speech  evaluations  as  well 
as  regular  speech  therapy  services. 

2.  daily  lesson  plans  should  be  more  closely  correlated 
with  Individual  Education  Plans  to  better  achieve 
short  term  objectives. 

3.  individual  intelligence  testing  must  be  updated  every 
three  years. 

Dr.  P.  Alan  Pardy  is  presently  chairing  a  Supervisory 
Union  53  Special  Education  Committee  whose  purpose  it  is 
to  expand  and  improve  the  services  in  this  area. 

In  closing  I  would  like  to  thank  the  School  Board,  Miss 
Franke,  the  School  Staff  and  the  citizens  of  Deerfield  for 
all  they  have  done  for  the  Deerfield  students.

PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  Deerfield  School 
District,  I  respectfully  submit  my  first  report  as  the  Prin- 
cipal of  the  George  B.  White  School. 

This  year  six  of  the  staff  members  at  the  George  B. 
White  School  are  new  to  the  district.  They  are:  Miss  Ar- 
zigian.  Junior  High  Math;  Mrs.  Rigers,  grade  1;  Miss 
Bosworth,  grade  5-6;  Mrs.  Ellis,  Music;  Mrs.  Carver,  Title 
I;  and  Mr.  Auricchio,  Physical  Education.  We  are  very  for- 
tunate in  having  these  people  join  the  staff. 

A  minor  change  in  the  schedule  of  the  Junior  High  now 
gives  the  children  four  mini-courses  (Metrics,  Geography, 
Health,  Spelling)  to  supplement  the  standard  courses  of 
study. 

Some  of  our  students  have  already  had  the  opportunity 
to  experience  the  Ropes  Course  with  Mr.  Hutchinson  and 
Mrs.  Suzanne  Sherburne,  and  hopefully  more  will  be  able 
to  share  this  outdoor  experience  as  time  goes  on. 

There  is  a  tremendous  amount  of  work  being  done  this 
year  to  foster  good  individual  educational  plans  for  those 
students  who  are  in  dire  need  of  such  services.  I  would  like 
to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  tremendous  amount  of 
time,  work,  and  help  that  the  Placement  Team  has  afford- 
ed me. 

The  plans  for  the  Enrichment  Program  were  instituted, 
and  the  entire  school  population  is  involved  in  the  pro- 
gram. The  children  had  the  following  options  from  which  to 
choose:  Macrame,  Downhill  Skiing,  Cross  Country  Skiing, 
Batik,  Pottery,  Crewel,  Animal  and  Pet  Care,  Backgam- 
mon and  Card  Games,  Embroidery  and  Sewing,  Karate, 
Winter  Woods  and  Ropes  Course,  Newspaper,  Biology 
(dissecting).  Arts  and  Crafts,  Movies,  Cooking  Ballet,  Gym- 
nastics, Photography,  and  Beginning  Guitar.  The  P.T.O. 
was  responsible  for  the  financial  support  of  this  program, 
as  well  as  the  basketball  uniforms  the  children  are  now 
wearing. 

Through  the  support  of  the  Deerfield  Education  Fund 
the  George  B.  White  School  was  able  to  secure  Dudley 
Laufman  (contra  dance  master).  Crinoline,  and  the  Little 
Red  Wagon  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  children.  The  Deer- 
field Education  Fund  is  also  responsible  for  the  contribu- 
tion to  the  photography  course  for  the  school. 

The  music  program  has  taken  a  new  direction  under  the 
auspices  of  Mrs.  Ellis.  Some  parents  have  witnessed  a  few 
of  the  results:  the  Chorus  Christmas  Concert,  and  the 
Christmas  Program  by  Mrs.  Nicols'  class. 


The  Physical  Education  program  is  affording  an  oppor- 
tunity for  all  the  children  to  develop  their  social,  physical, 
emotional  and  intellectual  skills.  It  also  helps  to  promote 
general  good  health  and  well-being  for  all  children. 

All  the  programs  offered  have  one  common  goal  in  mind. 
That  is  to  develop  fully  each  child's  capacities  enabling 
them  to  function  as  responsible  citizens. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  reference  to 
those  who  have  unselfishly  given  of  their  time  and  exper- 
tise to  the  school  in  all  its  activities. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Croteau,  Superintendent  of 
Schools;  Mr.  Leo  Goguen,  Business  Manager;  the  Deerfield 
School  Board;  the  Staff;  and  the  Citizens  of  Deerfield,  for 
making  the  first  half  of  this  year  so  successful  and 
enlightening.

3.  To  decide,  by  ballot,  on  the  proposed  amendment 
to  the  zoning  ordinance  as  proposed  by  petition,  of  the 
voters  of  this  town.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Deerfield  Town 
Hall  in  said  Deerfield  on  Saturday,  the  twelfth  day  of 
March,  next  at  one  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon,  to  act 
upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  sec  if  the  Town  will  authorize  that  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fund,  known  as  the  Grader  Fund,  be  hereafter 
referred  to  as  the  Highway  Equipment  Fund,  and  to  re- 
quire the  Selectmen  to  contribute  annually  the  following 
monies  to  the  Highway  Equipment  Fund : 

(1.)  All  unencumbered  surplus  funds  appropriated 
for,  but  not  used  for,  the  maintenance  of  highway  equip- 
ment, and 

(2.)  An  amount  per  hour,  as  determined  by  the  Se- 
lectmen, but  not  less  than  $3.00  per  hour,  for  each  hour 
of  use  of  the  Town's  highway  equipment: 

And  further,  to  authorize  that  the  Highway  Equip- 
ment Fund  be  used  for  financing  all  or  part  of  the  cost 
of  the  acquisition  of  equipment  for  use  by  the  Highway 
Department  in  constructing,  reconstructing  and  main- 
taining highways  located  in  the  Town  of  Deerfield. 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  thirty- 
five  thousand  dollars  ($35,000)  for  a  new  four  wheel 
drive  loader  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  fifteen 
thousand  dollars  ($15,000)  for  this  purpose  from  the 
Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions 
of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  and  fur- 
ther to  authorize  the  withdrawal  and  transfer  of  the 
other  $20,000  from  the  capital  reserve  fund  formerly 
known  as  the  Grader  Fund  to  be  changed  to  the  High- 
way Equipment  Fund. 


3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $1,206.10  for  Town  Road  Aid.  The 
State  to  contribute  $8,040.70. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $18,000  for  the  purpose  of  making 
imjjrovements  on  Class  5  roads  within  the  Town,  such 
roads  to  be  selected  by  the  Selectmen.  Such  sum  to  be 
raised  through  the  issuance  of  bonds  or  notes,  under 
and  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  RSA  241,  and 
to  authorize  the  selectmen  to  determine  the  rate  of  in- 
terest thereon,  and  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  negotiate  such  bonds  or  notes  as  shall  be  to  the 
best  interest  of  the  Town. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  five 
thousand  dollars  ($5,000)  for  a  Police  Cruiser  and  au- 
thorize the  withdrawal  of  the  amount  required  for  this 
purpose  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established 
under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance 
Act  of  1972. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate $31,900  for  James  City  Bridge,  so  called,  and  to 
authorize  the'  withdrawal  of  $20,000  for  this  purpose 
from  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  pro- 
visions of  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  with 
the  balance  to  be  raised  by  taxation. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  $500 
and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  use  this  money  to 
place  the  town  tax  records  on  data  processing,  and 
authorize  the  withdrawal  of  the  amount  required  for 
this  purpose  from  the  Revenue  Shariqg  Fund  established 
under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance 
Act  of  1972. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $259  to  be  expended  for  repairs  and  renovations 
to  town  buildings  and  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of 
this  amount  from  Title  II  Antirecession  Fiscal  Assistance 
to  State  and  Local  Government. 

9.  To  authorize  the  establishment  of  a  capital  reserve 
fund  to  be  known  as  The  Cemetery  Fund  to  be  used 
for  purposes  of  financing  (a)  all  or  part  of  the  cost  of 
acquisition  of  real  estate  for  the  expansion  of  existing 
cemeteries  or  the  creation  of  new  cemeteries  within  the 
Town  of  Deerfield,  and/or  (b)  all  or  part  of  the  cost 
of  the  construction,  reconstruction  or  acquisition  of  cap- 
ital improvements  for  said  existing  or  new  cemeteries; 
to  authorize  the  transfer  to  the  Cemetery  Fund  of 
$2,500,  which  the  Town  has  received  from  past  sales 
of  cemetery  plots;  and  to  further  authorize  transfer  to 
the  Cemetery  Fund  at  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year  all 
proceeds  from  that  year's  sale  of  cemetery  plots. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $250  for  the  operation  of  the  "Mo-.- 
quito  Control  Commission,"  said  sum  to  be  used  for  pur- 
chase of  equipment  to  conduct  a  study  and  formulate 
a  Control  program.  (By  petition  Neil  Ma^'nard  and 
others). 

1 1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  apply  through  the 
Federal  Manpower  Administration  Program  for,  receive 
and  expend  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $8,000  for  the  purpose 
of  employing  participants  under  the  Manpower  Ad- 
ministration Program. 

12.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 


to  defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  make 
appropriations  of  the  same. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  sell  property  acquired  through  tax  collectors  deeds  or 
otherwise. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  sell  the  grave  sites  in  the  Old  Center  Cemetery. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  sum 
of  two  hundred  dollars  ($200)  from  Nora  Anderson. 
This  fund  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees  of 
Trust  Funds  to  be  held  "in  trust  however"  the  interest 
only  to  be  used  for  care  of  the  lots  of  John  F.  White, 
Susan  White,  and  Ella  White  in  the  Fellows  Cemetery,  so 
called,  and  for  the  general  upkeep  of  the  said  Fellows 
Cemetery. 

17.  Pursuant  to  Chapter  36  Section  19a  New  Hamp- 
shire Revised  Statutes  Annotated  to  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  grant  power  to  the  Planning  Board  to  regulate 
Site  Plan  Review  for  the  development  of  tracts  for 
non-residential  uses. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  elect  by  ballot 
the  members  of  the  Planning  Board,  beginning  at  the 
Town  Meeting  of  1978.  (By  petition  Joanne  F.  Wasson 
and  others). 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  its  action 
on  article  14  of  the  town  meeting  of  March  6,  1973 
whereby  it  voted  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  the  Munici- 
pal Budget  Law.  (By  petition  of  Joseph  Stone  and 
others). 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  an  Ad- 
visory Budget  Committee  subject  to  the  following  con- 
ditions: 

1)  It  shall  consist  of  nine  members-at-large,  elected 
by  ballot;  one  third  of  the  members-at-large  for 
three  years,  one  third  of  the  members-at-large  for 
two  years  and  one  third  of  the  members-at-large 
for  one  year  at  the  annual  meeting  in  March,  1978, 
and  to  further  provide  for  the  election  for  one 
third  of  the  members-at-large  for  three  years  at 
each  succeeding  town  meeting. 

2)  They  shall  meet  with  the  Selectmen  and  with  the 
School  Board  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  the 
respective  Annual  Meetings  to  discuss  and  advise 
them  with  regards  to  the  appropriate  sums  to  be 
recommended  to  the  voters  for  their  action  at  the 
regular  Town  and  School  Meetings. 

3)  They  shall  have  no  authority  with  regards  to  ap- 
propriations and  their  recommendations  shall  be 
of  advisory  nature  only. 

4)  The  Advisory  Budget  Committee  shall  serve  for 
one  dollar  per  year  per  member,  and  at  no  time 
shall  their  expenses  exceed  the  sum  total  of  fifty 
dollars  per  year,  and  the  committee  may  only  be 
dissolved  by  a  majority  of  the  registered  voters 
at  any  town  meeting,  and  at  no  Ume  may  be  in 
conflict  with  any  action  passed  by  the  town. 

5)  In  case  of  need  of  counsel  by  the  Board  of  Se- 
lectmen or  the  School  Board,  it  shall  be  the  duty 


of  the  A.  B.  C.  to  meet  with  either  Board  to  con- 
sult and  advise,  upon  said  Board's  request..  (By 
petition  of  Joseph  Stone  and  others). 

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  Halloween 
celebrated  only  on  October  31,  (which  is  Halloween), 
every  year  and  Trick  or  Treat  to  take  place  only  on 
that  date  between  4  p.m.  and  8  p.m.  (By  petition  of 
Howard  Maley  and  others). 

22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  close  the  town  to 
all  trespassing  on  private  property  except  by  written 
permission  from  the  land  owner.  (By  petition  of  Alf 
Lindahl  and  others) . 

23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Se- 
lectmen to  apply  for,  receive,  contract  for,  accept  from 
and  spend  any  and  all  money  made  available  to  the 
Town  by  any  state  or  federal  agency.
